Fonianyiavo BUO- 
oeeded in making a demonstration— it 
it amouQts to nothiog more eerious — 
on their own Boil, that woe Jiulo aoti*" 
cipotod. While no eano man lor a 
moment bolioves that tboy can aocom- 
pliBh lor ihemsolves anything beyond 
total diacoraliluro, yet there ia little 
doubt, irom prot-ont appearances, that 
they will have it in their power to 
cauBO much annoyatico not only to iho 
English Govornuiont but to tho ioyal 
Bubjects of Great Briluin in Ireland 
and elsowhoio. What can wo say, 
however, to tho oxtraordiiuiry action 
of Senator Nye, ol Nevada, in intro-* 
dnoing into tho United States Con- 
gresa a resolution sympathizing with 
an armed; rebellion against a friendly 
power ? The announoements of an- 
other throatoned invasion ol Canada, 
and tbcK, fitting out of a privateer to 
proy upbn'^B'ritish commerce, may be, 
and probably are canards, invented 
for the purpose of squeezing more 
money oat of the brothothood, \>ut 
Bach a resolution as that proposed, 
if carried through tho United Stales 
Ijegislaturo, would bo at once ncciliicd 
by Great Britain as an overL casus 
belli which she could not buller to paaa 
unnoticed. "VVo havo a more exalted 
opinion, however, of tho good boiiho, 
disoriminalion, and comity of tlio 
American Government, iliun to believe 
that it would voluntarily involve itself 
in a conflict with a friendly and un- 
offending power, by giving ils ussont 
to such an unprovoked insult ; or that 
it would BufJ'or tho peaceful soil of 
Canada to bo again invaded from tho 
South, either of which mi^rht serve to 
plunge the only two nations speaking 
a common tongue, and oloaely allied 
by blood and commerce, in one of the 
fiercest' and most destractive warfares 
that the-fworld has yet witnessed. 
Penianism', in'its inception, was purely 
an American idea. It was hatched, 
nurtured, and grow to matuiily in the 
States. Uad it not been lor tho* sym- 
pathy and eaccor of tho American 
people, HobortH, Sweeny & Co., with 
their bands of culLliroat robbers, 
would never liavo crossed tho fion, 
tier, laid peaceful and happy lioracu 
dosolaLO, and shed innocent blood. 
Were ii not for tho sanio coun- 
tenance and support, arras, amrau., 
munition, men and money would not 
be now findinir their way to Ireland 
to Ian the flame of rebellion and 
bring about civil war, with tho 
horrors of which they havo themselves 
been so recently sickened. That the 
Iiish have wrongs to redress none will 
d<>n^, and wbj|tvG\3yernment so pure, 
sp^mmaiBuiate/'that does not inflict 
wrongs of omission or commission 
upon portions of its subjects ? But 
an appeal to arms against the State is 
not the' way to obtain redress, and fur 
the sake of order and bumaoity we 
bopo the British Government, now 
that it is arouHod, will make a terrible 
example of those robols who are soek- 
ing to subvert its authority, and by a 
severe but just rciribution, chock tlio 
further progress of this miserable 
Bcdition.

New Westminster, March 14 — Helmoken 
gave notice of motion that foreign corn shall 
be odniilled free of duty when niamifuctureil 
iuto Hour for exportution, and thai tho Custou) 
House be removed to Victoria. 

The Marriage bill was read a third time 
and passed. The clause inserted by Pcm- 
berton, establisbiog fees of clergymen, was 
struck out.

New York, Ma'ch 12 — Nye, of Nevada, 
introduced a preamble and resolution declar' 
ing the sympathy of the United States with 
the Irish people in their struggle against 
I3ritish oppression. Sumner objected to its 
immediate consideration, and ibe rcEoIutioii 
was not acted upon. 

New York, March 12 — The Evening Pos! 
says there is every prospect that the nuijurity 
of Ihe Sonlbero States will almost imme- 
diately reorganize nnder the keconstraciion 
Act. This is shown not alone by the Iun> 
guage of the Soo'bern jonrnals but by our 
own private iiifofinaiioii. Afovcmonts huve 
already begun in North Carolina and (Jeorf^iu 

Detroit, March 12 — Feniuni.siri is iijiiiiii 
on the rampage here. The leading men of 
the Order talk loodly in favor of another 
movement upon Canada. Ooe of itio itidgc- 
way warriors bag been appointed General 
of a Detroit brigade, and is drilling dctoch- 
moots. Liberal subscriptions of money are 
also being made. The Head Centre in this 
Slate, and friends who opposed the Rid go- 
way movement, are now fierce for the invasioD 
of Canada, claiming that by this course, they 
can aid their friends in Ireland. 

New Yore, March 12— The Fenian exciten 
tnenc continues intense. A mass meeting is 
to bo held to-night. It is proposed lo raise 
51,000,000 to equip a Fenian privateer.

President Roberis 
was present, and addressed the meeting, 
the object of which was to assist the men 
in Ireland, atld perfect liarinony amonu' nil 
purties. Largo numbers of lucii volunteered.

The IVc.icr Zcit'.ing of iiniTien publirtliea 
the InllcwiiiK project of a constitution which 
the Berlia..Cobinttt tiaa just.submitted to the 
pleiiiputontiarles of the N()rihern'Ooufedera- 
tion :— 

Tho legislativo power will bo e.iiorciaed by 
the Federal Council, composed of 43 delegates 
ol the novornments ar.d of the Ueichsruih or 
Parliament, and ilwill cxteud to the inan- 
ageuiuiit of the eustoiiH, commercial logia!a- 
tiiin, weiyhls end nieafures, coin, balks, 
rii;lit (]| I'l pickiieo, pateiits, the protection of
